He did many queer things,.  He could
go to a grate and strotch out his arm
and take a handful of red-hot conls
carry them around, without sufloring
the slightest effect from the fire. But
the strangest thing of all was his be-
ing levinted - that is, raised up with-
out any visible power—and ocarried
out of a room or from one apartment
to another,  These things . cre wit-
nessed hy the Earl of Duuraven, Lord
Landsay, the eminent astronomer, and
and many others.

He gave seances to the Countess of
Caithuess, to Princess Louise, to the
Argylls and to the heads of the differ-
ent embnssies. He was everywhere
recerved as a gentleman and could be
found in the best society, The Lon-
don papers gave long and extended
accounts of Lis seances and the won-
derful manifestations he produced.
The London Spectator particulat-
ly, whose editor had sittings with
him, was impressed by his power and
gave column after column  deseriptive
of it.

The Salaries of Senators.
The first comptroller of the treas-

reccive their compensation until the
vavaucy caused by the recent death
of Secretary Burch is filled,
comptroller decides that the United
Ntates treasuroris o general disbursing
officer, and when by the desth of the
Secretary of the Senate, tlere censes
to be a disburing officer for the pay-
ment  of members, clerks and em-
ployes of that body, the Sccretary of
the Treasury may, with the approval
of the first comptroller, by warrant,
cause the money to be advanced
{from the treasury of the United
[States to the credit. of the Unitod
States treasurer to b dishursed in
payment of such expenditures. While
there is a secretary of the senate le is
exclusively the disbursing officer, hut
when by death or otherwise the office
becomes vaeant, ench scustor, clerk
or employe of the senate, at the expi-
ration of exch month, has o valid and
lawful elaim against the United States
which it is the duty of the United
States to pay.  Under scction 236 of
the revised statutes “‘all claims and
demands whatever are to be sottled
and adjusted in the department of the
troasury.”

the first comptroller, Section 38,048
provides that it shall be lawful under
special direction of the president to
make such advance to dishursing offi-
cers of the government as may be
necoasary to the fathful and prompt
discharge of their respective duties
and to the fulfillment of public en-
gagements,  The fulfillment of punlic
engugements requires thut sonators,
clerks and other attuches of the Upi-
ted States senate shull be puid month-
ly, a8 their salaries become due, The
treasurer of the United States, being
& general disbursing oflicer, 1f there
were no other disbursing officers,
would disburse all the moneys; when,
therefore, there is no other dishursing
officer able to performn o particular
duty assigned to him, the treaserer of
the United Btates may perform that
duty.
